In Fureope Meteor 
Scatter DX has been developed to 
a fine art.

With the 
unprecedented development of 
micro-electronics, even private 
industry is looking at this 
phenomenon as a source of useful 
communications. 


In Portland, Oregon, scientists 
oT tne” UTS. So i! Conservattion 
Service know within 24 #4xhours 
where snow has fallen and how 
much. High in the Sierras where 
maintanence of radio relay 
systems is virtually impossible 
some 530 remote robot 
transmitters keep watch around 
the clock and collect data 
regarding rain, snow, and other 
pertinent information. There 
are two Master Stations, one in 
Ogden, Utah, the other in Boige, 
Idaho. These centers are tied 
by phone lines to the SiS 
computers in Portland, Oregon 
and every morning they poll the 
remote bases five times per 
second. They constantly call 
and listen. As the Solar 
powered remotes find a target 
Meteor trail they send their 
data, a word, a line or a 
letter at a time and within 
three hours, on the average, the 
scientists have all the 


information concerning what has 


happened during the previous 24 


hours from widely seperated 
areas, all crucial to the water 
table forecast for the next 
year. This data is quickly 
decoded through the computers 
and a complete weather picture 


emerges. U.S. Military is also 
using this technology in many 
ways. Most of this is of a 
classified nature. Egypt is 
installing a Meteor Burst system 


to monitor water levels on the 
Nile. Gas companies are using 
these flying Gnats from the 
Cosmos to track pipeline 


operations and railroads use itf 


to find lost box-cars.

was born in Eureka Calif. His 
childhood was spent in 


Copperopolis in the foothills of 
the Sierra Nevadas. He attended 
school at UC Berkeley and a_ few 
years at Duluth, Minnesota. He 
holds a Doctorate in 
Paleontology from Berekely = and 
spent a postdoctoral year at the 
Museum of Natural History in New 
Your. CiAty, Positions in Texas, 
Michigan, -the U.S... Aix. -Berce, 
and Yale University brought him 
back to his native California as 
a member of the Paleontology 


faculty at his Alma Mater,UC 
Berekley. In 1979 he) retired 
but continues research and 


editorial work on the campus. 

An early fascination with radio 
lacked proper direction and it 
was not until his son obtained 
an Amateur license, while a 
student at Northwestern 
University, that he was put on 
the “right track." His son said,
